miles west OS tho railroad. 
Tbo clouds 


purted'as a heavy rumbling sound was heard, 
which told of some great catastrophe. Iu 
tho midst of the black clouds a lightor cloud 
formed in funnel shape, which was swept 
with torriiic force before tho wind aud storm. 
It camo straight for tho %'ain, then shot ofi! 
toward tho north. Its course was urogular 
and serpentine. It was noticed suveral'times 
that it camo down, almost touching tlio 
earth. Tho train was stopiwJ, and shortly 
after tho rftiu fell heavily. Tho whole tiling 
lastod but an hour, when the train pulled 
on. At B-itlgo Oak it was blockaded by high 
trcos thrown across tho track. Tho cy- 
clouo had passed uour tbo httlo placo, and 
tho destruction presented was terrible, Tbo 
storm had passod through tlio woods in tho 
shape of lottor S, and howod massive trees 
down like so many blades of grass. \\'lioro- 
over it struck a troo it sheared it clean of (ill 
limbs. Just beyond the woods it struck a 
baru belonging |.to Thomas Andrews, nod 
tore it all asunder, filling tho air with Hying 
timber."
